inconveniencies which may ariſe in the mean while to the Publick AF - 
fairs, that a (Council of States bee conſtituted, to take Care of, and in- 
tend the Peace, Safette, and preſent Management of the Afﬀairs of this 
Common-wealth : which beeing ſetled accordingly , the ſame is hereby 
declared and publiſhed, to the end all perſons may take notices there- 
of; And, in their ſeveral Places and Stations, demean themſelvs peace- 
ably, giving obedience to the Laws of the Nation, as heretofore. In 
the Exerciſe and Adminiſtration whereof, as Endeavors ſhall bee uſed 
that no oppreſsion or wrong bee don to the people; fo a ſtrict Account 


will bee required of all ſuch as ſhall do any thing to indanger the Pub- 


lick Peace, and Quiet, upon any pretence whatſoever.
